With the strength of her upper body and her consider- 
able determination, Nancy LaCroix recently traveled 
the six challenging miles from Elm Pointe to Ironton to 
help raise funds for CROP.

Inthe Glory days ofEcho Township, Antrim County, 
in northwest lower Michigan, there lived a character 
named Will Harris. . 

Several years ago I saw in the “Looking Backward” 
section of The Torch where one of his children had a 
birthday party in Central Lake. That happened in. 
1898 and one of the children present was a Ramsey. 

Ican remember a Dr. Ramsey in the teens. Maude 
Harris later married my dad’s older brother, Elmer, 
hence my knowledge of Whistling Will. The Harris 
family must have moved to the Valley in later years. 

Will was a great bear of a man, over six feet and as 
hard as nails. Ashe came over the Densmore Hill, you 
might hear an echo of a bird call from the Wilson- 
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Gibbard-Beal side of the Valley. 

As he drove his beautiful ponies and light wagon 
into the Valley, he would segue the bird calls into 
songs of the day or light opera or whatever. He could 
handle anything in the music line. 

Whistling Will used his little fingers to produce his 
music and could attain tremendous volume and tone 


with little effort. People came to their doors to listen 
to Whistling Will. 


As he turned south at old Churchill Corners, and 
went along the old corduroy road by Sutton’s lumber 
mill, then the Senior Petrie farm on his left, and on
